This is the final response to your October 26,2018 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request 
to the Federal Law Enforcement Training Centers (FLETC). You have requested the following 
information: (a) records related to FLETC’s email metadata; (b) all records relating to the 
fulfillment of this request; (c) all records relating to any complaint(s), FOIA request(s), 
appeal(s), and/or Privacy Act request(s) and/or appeals made by you; and (d) all portions, 
versions, record metadata of all responsive records, including a detailed index of all claims of 
exemptions, and any classification or declassification review. 

In response to Section A of your request for FLETC email metadata, we have searched the 
FLETC Security Operations Center (SOC), the Department of Homeland Security (DHS) Data 
Center (DC2), DC2 Security Email Remediation, and Email as a Service (EaaS), for responsive 
records and were informed that we do not have access or a way to gather the requested metadata 
based on the current tools used by DHS DC2. Also, the native Enterprise Vault (EV) Journaling 
tool does not have the ability to export or search only email message metadata (headers). A 
request would need to be made for the specific messages to be exported from the EV Journaling 
environment, once the emails are exported to a PST file, the email headers can be accessed and 
reviewed. Therefore, we have no records responsive to this portion of your request. 

In response to Section B of your request, we have no records. We are not required to provide 
future email records to respond to your request.
